1 . IN CONVERSATION ON OTHER SUBJECTS, QUAI DEPUTY 
DIRECTOR FOR ASIA DUZER TOLD US HE HAD INFORMED THE 
KOREAN AND CANADIAN REPRESENTATIVES THAT FRANCE WOULD 
NOT PARTICIPATE IN THE CORE GROUP MEETING. GOF 
THOUGHT IT WAS NOT USEFUL FOR FRANCE TO MEET NOW. IT 
WISHED TO WAIT TO SEE WHAT ROK AND US WOULD WORK OUT 
AS STRATEGY. GOF WOULD CONTINUE BILATERAL CONTACTS, 
PARTICULARLY WITH ROK, AND WOULD KEEP INFORMED ALSO 
THROUGH CONTACTS IN NEW YORK. FRENCH ARE ALSO AFRAID 
THAT CORE MEETING MIGHT BECOME KNOWN AND IF FRENCH 
PARTICIPATES IT WOULD UNFAVORABLY AFFECT ROLE WHICH 
GOF COULD SUBSEQUENTLY PLAY. 

2. DUZER SAID THAT NORTH KOREANS HAD TOLD QUAI VERY 
LITTLE ABOUT THEIR INTENTIONS FOR THIS YEAR'S UNGA 
EXCEPT THAT THEIR POLICY HAD NOT CHANGED. PRC SAID 
IT WAS WAITING FOR A RENEWAL OF THE UN DUEL BEFORE 
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DECIDING WHAT IT WOULD DO. QUAI THINKS COMMUNISTS 
WILL BE DIFFICULT AGAIN THIS YEAR. 
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
